The Q.A.C. No. 181 vagjety of eid | 
peas was originated at Guelph by | 
cresting the Prussian Blue and the 
Whité Wonder. [t is a small, smooth, 
white pea of good quality and ap- 
pearance, 

Of all the leading varieties of fiela 
Peas tested at the Ontario Agricul- 
tural College, the O.A.C, No. 18) bas 
given the highest average yield of 
grain per acre. ln the past five years 
results, the fret, second, third and 
fifth highest ylelds were produced by 
new variéties originated at the Col 
lege through cross-fertilization. In 
the tests with other ‘varieties, the 
O.AC. No. 181 waa early, reaching 
maturity in 99 days, and the straw 
was the freest from blight and grew 
to an average length of 465 inches. 
The peas gave an average weight of 
62.8 pounds per measured bushel.
